The letters B.P., as explained in our last lec- 
ture, signify British Pharmacopeia. All the pre- 
parations mentioned in this volume termed 
official. The drugs used for the preparation of 
medicines consist both of inorganic and of organic 
substances The latter are derived from the 
animal, but chiefly from the vegetable, kingdom. 
While the crude drug, in its natural state, 
sometimes employed as a remedy in the treat- 
ment of disease, it is much more usual to employ 
some special preparation of it. 

We have therefore now to consider the various 
preparations of drugs as these are daily made use 
of in practice.

3. Epidemic diarrhcea is due to the absorption of a 
pathogenic germ. The cause is excessive heat, and the 
disease quickly spreads through the milk supply and is 
easily communicated from one child to another in crowded 
areas. 

Breast-feeding should be encouraged, but if a child is 
artificially fed a good supply of pure milk must be ob 
tained. The milk, which must be kept in as cool a place 
as possible, should be covered over with muslin to protect 
it from “dust and flies, and the jug can be sisel in a 
basin of cold water. In cases where the home conditions 
are such that the milk cannot be properly protected from 
dirt, dried milk is most useful. The baby’s bottle and 
teat must be kept very clean, and when not in use should 
be laid in a bowl of cold water after being thoroughly 
cleansed. Only the amount to be taken at each feed 
must be put in the bottle at a time, and immediately 
after the feed the bottle must be washed and the teat 
scalded. The bottle must never be allowed to lie about 
unwashed after use. The mother must be given minute 
directions as to the care of the infant’s napkins, which 
must be thoroughly washed and boiled, and no soda must 
be used in the process. The child must have as much 
pure air as taalkie, overcrowding in the room must be 
avoided, and the child must not be allowed to remain 
in a hot and moist atmosphere such as that caused by 
cooking and washing. No one suffering from a cold or 
from catarrh should go near the patient, who must be 
kept very warm with hot-water bottles, as symptoms of 
collapse may occur, and a fire must be kept in the room 
even in summer. 

The nurse must assist the doctor in that his 
directions with regard to feeding are carried out. For 
older children beet-tea and Bovril as articles of diet are 
excluded, but chicken broth, when obtainable, is to be 
recommended when the doctor allows any food of this 
nature. It is most important to observe the greatest care 
in bodily cleanliness in all cases, and any stained sheets 
or clothing must be immediately changed. 

4. Breakfast.—Oatmeal porridge, or herrings, bloaters, 
or kippers. Bread and margarine, dripping, or golden 
syrup. Tea, coffee, or cocoa.

5. The mother should be told to drink as little fluid as 
possible and to take a dose of salts every morning till the 
milk The breasts should be bandaged firmly. If 
in spite of these precautions there should be a secretion, 
the doctor will probably order belladonna plasters to be 
applied. The breast-pump is only resorted to in cases 
where the secretion of the milk is excessive and does not 
yield to treatment, but it is only used as a last resource, 
as it tends to excite further secretion. The above-men- 
tioned means are usually effective in producing the desired 
result.
